"TJearly  90%  of  the  food  consumed  in  FEMA  Region  II  is 
warehoused  within  the  region.  The  table  below  summarizes  the 
source  and  magnitude  of  all  shipments  from  warehouses  to 
supermarkets  within  the  region.  Both  states,  Now  York  and  New 
Jersey,  are  largely  self-sufficient,  warehousing  between  71%  to 
77%  of  their  food  supplies  within  their  own  borders.  Close  to  a 
quarter  of  New  York's  food  stocks  come  from  suppliers  located  in 
New  Jersey  so  that  interstate  coordination  will  be  required.  In 
the  case  of  New  Jersey,  20%  of  the  state's  food  stocks  come  from 
another  region  (Pennsylvania  in  Region  III),  highlighting  a  need 
for  interregional  coordination.

NEW  JERSEY  SUMMARY 


The  statistical  profile  of  food  distribution  in  Region  II 
shows  that  the  supermarkets  of  New  Jersey  are  largely  served  by 
warehouses  located  within  the  state.  Approximately  77%  of  the 
food  reaching  New  Jersey  residents  is  warehoused  within  the 
state.  The  major  out-of-state  supplier  is  Pennsylvania  (Region 
III),  which  warehouses  roughly  20%  of  Now  Jersey's  food  stocks, 
primarily  serving  the  risk  areas  of  Mount  Holly,  Camden,  Trenton 
and  Woodbury.  Thus  there  will  be  some  requirement  for 
interregional  coordination  in  these  risk  areas.  New  Jersey 
itself  plays  an  important  role  in  the  food  supplies  of  other 
states.  Close  to  half  of  the  food  warehoused  in  New  Jersey  is 
for  out-of-state  consumption,  supplying  24%  of  the  food  consumed 
in  New  York,  and  roughly  20%  of  the  food  consumed  in  Delaware  and 
Connecticut . 

Six  of  the  top  ten  distributors  in  Region  II  have  warehouses 
in  New  Jersey.  These  distributors  account  for  74%  of  the  food 
stored  for  in-state  consumption.  Most  of  the  food  warehoused  in 
other  states  is  in  the  hands  of  10  distributors  in  Pennsylvania, 
while  the  remaining  stocks  warehoused  in  Now  York,  Connecticut 
and  Massachusetts  come  mainly  from  5  distributors. 

The  statistical  profile  describing  food  distribution  in 
Region  II,  coupled  with  the  FEMA  food  distribution  guidelines, 
provide  nuclear  civil  protection  planners  with  a  feasible 
approach  for  reallocating  food  supplies  under  conditions  of 
crisis  relocation.  This  statistical  profile  can  be  used  to 
modify  the  New  Jersey  food  support  annex  to  include  food 
distribution  details  which  are  consistent  witli  regional  food 
distribution  patterns. 


NEW  YORK  SUMMARY 


The  statisical  profile  of  food  distribution  in  Region  II 

shows  that  the  supermarkets  of  New  York  are  largely  served  by 

warehouses  located  within  the  state.  Approximately  71k  of  the 
food  reaching  New  York  residents  is  warehoused  within  the 
boundaries  of  the  state.  The  major  out-of-state  supplier  is  New 
Jersey,  which  warehouses  24%  of  New  York's  food  stocks,  primarily 
serving  the  risk  areas  of  New  York  City  and  nearby  suburbs.  Thus 
there  will  be  some  requirement  for  interstate  coordination  in 

these  risk  areas.  In  spite  of  its  large  area  and  population, 

warehouses  located  in  New  York  do  not  contribute  a  significant 
amount  of  food  to  the  other  states  except  to  Vermont  in  Region  I 
(34%). 


Five  of  the  top  ten  distributors  in  Region  II  have 
warehouses  in  New  York.  These  distributors  account  for  29%  of 
the  food  stored  for  in-state  consumption.  An  additional  27 
distributors  account  for  41%  of  New  York's  food  supplies.  Most 
of  the  food  warehoused  in  other  states  is  in  the  hands  of  8 
distributors  in  New  Jersey,  while  the  remaining  stocks  warehoused 
in  Connecticut,  Massachusetts,  Vermont  and  Pennsylvania  are 
scattered  among  more  than  18  distributors. 

The  statistical  profile  describing  food  distribution  in 
Region  II,  coupled  with  the  FEMA  food  distribvition  guidelines, 
provide  nuclear  civil  protection  planners  with  a  feasible 
approach  for  reallocating  food  supplies  under  conditions  of 
crisis  relocation.  This  statistical  profile  can  bo  used  to 
modify  the  New  York  food  support  annex  to  include  food 
distribution  details  which  are  consistent  with  regional  food 
distribution  patterns.

INTRODUCTION 


Nuclear  Civil  Protection  (NCP)  Planning  encompasses  two 
strategies:  in-place  protection  and  crisis  relocation.  Under 

the  crisis  relocation  strategy,  people  from  areas  threatened  by  a 
high  risk  of  nuclear  attack  will  be  relocated  to  hosting  areas 
judged  to  be  safely  removed  from  the  hazardous  effects  of  nuclear 
explosion.  The  existing  food  distribution  system  must  then  be 
adjusted  and  reconfigured  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  relocated 
population. 

This  plan  lias  been  developed  to  provide  a  quantitative 
picture  of  food  distribution  networks  serving  the  Plattsburgh 
risk  area  and  its  host  counties  before  and  after  relocation.  It 
discusses  the  adjustments  and  strategies  entailed  in  the  proposed 
reallocation  plan.  In  addition,  it  addresses  the  problem  of 
transportation  stress  experienced  by  major  distributors  as  a 
result  of  the  reconfiguration  of  the  existing  food  distribution 
system. 


PLATTSBURGH  RISK  AREA  CONGLOMERATE 
SUMMARY  OF  EXISTING  FOOD  DISTRIBUTION  SYSTEM 


The  Plattsburgh  Risk  Area  Conglomerate  is  located  within 
Clinton  county,  New  York.  The  risk  area  includes  the  city  of 
Plattsburgh,  and  the  towns  of  Beekmantown,  Plattsburgh,  Schuyler 
Falls,  Peru  and  the  eastern  portion  of  Ausable.  Under  crisis 
relocation  conditions,  approximately  44,000  residents  currently 
living  in  the  Plattsburgh  risk  area  will  have  to  relocate  to 
lower-risk  host  areas  within  Clinton  county.  Exhibit  1 
illustrates  the  evacuation  pattern  of  the  conglomerate. 

The  statistical  profile  of  food  distribution  in  the 
Plattsburgh  Risk  Area  Conglomerate  shows  that  all  area  residents 
are  served  by  warehouses  located  outside  the  Conglomerate. 
Approximately  83%  of  the  food  currently  reaching  area  residents 
is  warehoused  within  the  state  of  New  York,  with  the  remaining 
stocks  coming  from  Springfield,  Massachusetts. 

Two  major  distributors,  Grand  Union  and  P  C  C  (located  in 
Waterford  and  Syracuse  respectively),  account  for  almost  73%  of 
the  food  consumed  in  the  conglomerate.  A  £  P,  from  Springfield, 
Massachusetts,  accounts  for  an  additional  17%  of  the  area's  food 
supplies.  The  remaining  11%  of  the  area's  food  stocks  come  from 
Price  Chopper's  Schenectady  and  S  M  Flickinger's  Syracuse 
warehouses.  The  detailed  annual  sales  volume  of  each  distributor 
serving  the  conglomerate  is  listed  by  county  in  Attachment  A-l. 

Because  of  the  relatively  small  population  size  of  the 
Plattsburgh  conglomerate,  food  shipments  into  the  conglomerate 
account  for  only  4%  or  less  of  each  warehouse's  total 
distribution  volume.  Exhibit  2  details  the  market  share  of  each 
of  the  three  major  distributors  serving  the  conglomerate.  In 
addition  to  serving  the  conglomerate,  PEC  Food  Markets  service 
supermarkets  in  the  central  and  eastern-portions  of  New  York, 
including  the  risk  areas  of  Albony-Schenectady-Troy .  About  70% 
of  Grand  Union's  food  stocks  are  for  in-state  consumption, 
including  the  risk  area  of  Albany.  The  service  area  of  its 
Waterford  warehouse  extends  into  Vermont  (which  includes  the  rick 
area  in  Chittenden  county).  New  Hampshire  (which  includes  the 
risk  areas  of  Manchester  and  Nashua),  Massachusetts  and 
Connecticut.  In  the  case  of  A  E  P's  Springfield  warehouse,  about 
40%  of  its  food  stocks  service  supermarkets  in  Connecticut 
(including  the  risk  areas  of  Bridgeport,  Hartford  and  Bristol), 
while  a  quarter  of  its  supplies  serve  residents  in  Massachusetts , 
including  the  risk  areas  of  Springfield  and  Boston.  Less  than 
20%  of  its  stocks  are  consumed  by  New  York  residents.

The  chief  adjustment  in  the  food  distribution  system  in 
support  of  the  crisis  relocation  strategy  entails  the  shift  of 
supplies  from  risk  area  retail  outlets  to  host  area  retail 
outlets  and  mass  feeding  centers.  In  general,  wholesale 
warehouses  serving  the  conglomerate  population  before  evacuation 
will  continue  to  do  so  after  evacuation  by  shifting  deliveries 
from  their  risk  area  stores  to  their  host  area  stores.  The 
market  share  of  each  of  the  three  major  distributors  serving  the 
conglomerate  under  relocation  is  displayed  in  Exhibit  3. 

Detailed  reallocation  plans  for  each  distributor  serving  the 
Plattsburgh  area  may  be  found  in  Attachments  A-l  and  A-2. 


In  addition  to  the  redirection  of  flow  suggested  in  the 
plan,  distributors  should  consider  using  a  shuttle  system  in 
which  full  trailers  are  left  in  the  host  area  as  storage  depots, 
emptied,  and  replaced  with  another  trailer  load  on  the  return 
trip.  This  mode  of  operation  would  alleviate  much  of  the  need 
for  additional  food  storage  space  in  the  host  area,  but  it  could 
increase  the  requirement  for  trailers  as  much  as  1005i,  depending 
on  the  transportation  stress  level  experienced  by  individual 
warehouses.  Another  modification  would  involve  redirecting 
incoming  shipments  to  available  warehouse  space  in  the  host  area. 
Emergency  warehouse  space  can  be  converted  from  available  unused 
buildings  or  commandeered  from  less  critical  industries  in  the 
host  areas.  This  would  decrease  the  vulnerability  of  the  food 
stocks  to  nuclear  attack  and  should  be  incorporated  into  the 
reallocation  plan  whenever  adequate  space  is  available  in  the 
host  areas.  NCP  planners  surveying  the  host  areas  should  be  on 
the  lookout  for  suitable  warehouse  space. 

Exhibit  4  shows  the  revised  distribution  plans  for  the  three 
major  distributors  serving  the  Plattsburgh  conglomerate.  These 
plans  have  been  expressed  both  in  terms  of  a  percentage  increase 
in  shipments  to  the  distributor's  stores  in  individual  counties, 
and  in  terms  of  the  estimated  increase  in  tonnage  of  essential 
commodities  going  to  each  county.  Host  area  residents  and 
evacuees  lodged  with  host  area  residents,  will  obtain  food 
through  their  customary  retail  outlets.  Evacuees  lodged  in 
congregate  care  facilities  will  obtain  food  through  a  combination 
ol  mass  feeding  centers  and  retail  outlets.

TRANSPORTATION  STRESS: 

Transportation  stress  imposed  by  the  Plattsburgh  evacuees  would 
be  minimal.

PLATTSBURGH  RISK  AREA.  CONGLOMERATE 
TRANSPORTATION  STRESS 


To  explore  quantitatively  the  extent  of  the  strain  placed  on 
the  local  delivery  system  of  a  warehouse  as  a  result  of  crisis 
relocation,  a  transportation  stress  factor  (defined  as  the  ratio 
of  post-evacuation  ton-miles  to  pre-evacuation  ton-miles)  can  be 
calculated  to  estimate  the  potential  requirement  for  additional 
drivers  and  equipment  for  individual  warehouse.  From  the 
standpoint  of  a  risk  area,  the  transportation  stress  factor  can 
be  considered  to  have  two  components: 

(1)  Additional  mileage  imposed  by  the  movement 

of  risk  area  residents  away  from  their  normal 
source  of  supply. 

(2)  Mileage  requirements  imposed  by  the  continued 
operation  of  tire  remaining  distribution  network, 
some  of  which  will  be  reconfigured  in  response 
to  other  risk  area  movements. 


In  the  case  of  the  Plattsburgh  risk  area  conglomerate,  the 
transportation  stress  level  experienced  by  the  major  distributors 
serving  the  conglomerate  would  be  minimal  because  of  the 
proximity  of  the  host  areas  to  the  risk  area.  No  reasonable 
increase  in  transportation  mileage  would  be  imposed  by  shifting 
the  destination  of  Plattsburgh's  food  supplies,  which  normally 
travel  an  average  of  210  miles  from  the  Albany  and  Syracuse 
areas,  from  the  risk  area  to  the  nearby  host  area.  Furthermore, 
shipments  to  the  conglomerate  account  for  less  than  4%  of  each  of 
the  major  distributors'  total  sales  volume.  Hence  the  extra 
mileage  imposed  on  a  particular  distributor's  warehouse  as  a 
result  of  redirecting  food  to  the  Plattsburgh  host  areas  is 
insignificant . 

Whenever  trailers  are  shuttled  and  used  for  host  area 
storage,  it  is  estimated  that  one  additional  trailer  will  be 
needed  for  each  trailer  employed  for  storage  if  the 
transportation  stress  level  experienced  by  the  warehouse  exceeds 
1.8.  As  the  stress  level  falls  below  1.8,  some  existing  trailers 
may  become  available  for  host  area  storage.  The  number  of 
trailers  which  can  be  used  in  this  fashion  increases  as  the 
stress  level  drops.  At  a  stress  level  of  1.0,  it  is  estimated 
that  as  much  as  50%  of  the  existing  trailer  fleet  could  bo  used 
for  on-site  storage  in  the  host  areas. 

In  order  to  determine  the  full  extent  of  the  transportation 
stress  imposed  on  Central  Now  York  food  distributors  such  as 
Grand  Union  and  P  C  C,  it  would  be  necessary  to  develop  a 
reallocation  plan  covering  all  of  the  risk  areas  served  by  these 
distributors.
